Organizations  help  round  out  a  student's 
day  at  Central  Catholic.  Some  organizations  are 
extensions  of  the  classroom.  They  help  the 
student  gain  more  knowledge  and  experience 
in  fields  where  he  has  special  interest. 

The  three  language  clubs,  Latin,  French,  and 
Spanish,  aid  the  students  by  delving  into  the 
culture  and  history  of  the  people  in  addition  to 
the  basic  grammar  and  sentence  structure  of 
the  language.  The  Science  Club  brings  speakers 
to  CC  each  month  to  lecture  on  Chemistry, 
Mathematics,  or  Physics.
